The State Forester, William A.L. Bazeley, 
through the medium of the press, is serving 
notice on the citizens of Massachusetts that 


permit from the town or city forest 'warden 
to set a fire in the open air, will be prosecuted 
and dealt with: by the Courts. 

We have arrived at that season of the 
year when 'y people in cleaning and im- 
proving their property, desire to burn leaves, 
rubbish and other material, but before doing 
so, they should first consult their local 
forest warden, who will issue them a permit 
and describe to them the conditions under 
which such burning may be done. 

Already violators of this act have been 
responsible for & number of serious: fires, 
which have not. only burned over forest 
lands, but have caused the destruction of 
several homes, involvi la financial 
losses. Of the three hundred thus far 
reported to the State Forester’s office this 
spring, investigation shows that 95% of them 
were caused by carelessness. 

Tf the forestry program as now contem- 
plated by the state is to be successful, this 
carelessness on the part of the public must
